The Accounts of Friendly Societies having of late attracted 
much attention, through the discussion in the leading and other 
Journals arising out of the frauds upon them and the alleged 
waste and misapplication of their funds, the Editor is induced to 
republish, in a separate form, a (and, he believes, the only) 
Practjcal Exemplification of the Official "Instructions 
IN Book-keeping for Friendly Societies,'* originally recom- 
mended by the Registrar in 1853, of which the Editor issued a 
small number in a larger work of his in 1855. 

The Editor confidently submits the system revised and deve- 
loped in these pages for the adoption of Managers of Friendly 
Societies generally.

FEIENDLY SOCIETIES' ACCOUNTS. 



INTRODUCTORY NOTES. 

The Registrar of Friendly Societies in England having Official in- 
published a paper of " Instructions in Book-keeping for st^uctions. 
Friendly Societies," which had been prepared under his 
direction, in which are ^ven the blank forms of the 
several accounts of books which should be kept by the 
officers of such societies, insuring for relief in sickness 
and a payment at death — in the following pages is 
offered an Exemplification of the accounts and books 
recommended, with reference to one year's transactions 
of an imaginary society, which is supposed to provide 
for five several payments and benefits; viz. — 

For relief in sickness, 

For medical aid in sickness, 

For payments at death of membera, their wives or 

children. 
For annuities at given ages, and 
For endowments of children, 

which will sufficiently elucidate the accounts and forms, 
and enable them to be used or adapted to any Friendly 
Society assuring these benefits, or some of them, or any 
others authorized by law. 

Some other additions, other than those consequent Additions 
on the additional columns and accounts to meet these necessary. 
increased number of benefits, have been made to the 
Registrar's forms, which will contribute to the Regis- 
trar's system being carried out in a satisfactory manner, 
and enable the annual statement of the funds of a society 
to be readily made out for the Registrar, as required by 
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the Friendly Societies Act of 1855, 18 & 19 Vict., c. 63, 
8. 45, and referred to at p. 18, Note. These emendations 
of the Registrar's system were found to be necessary in 
working oat the accounts, and are introduced in order 
to check the several entries and prove their correctness 
from time to time, and to comply with the enactment in 
sect. 25 of the same Act, requiring a separate account 
to be kept of each benefit or fund.^ 

It should be mentioned here that, by the 18 & 19 
Vict., c. 63, s. 24, any officer, member, or other person, 
by false representation or imposition, obtaining possession 
of any monies, securities, books, papers or other effects 
of a society, or withholding or misapplying the same, or 
wilfully applying any part thereof to purposes other than 
those expressed in the rules, may be proceeded against 
either by indictment or summarily before justices, at the 
instance of the society, or (under 23 & 24 Vict., c. 58, 
s. 9) by the Registrar.*^ 

The books and accounts recommended by the Regis- 
trar to be kept are these: — 

1. Check Steward's Account Book, p. 8. 

2. Cask Steward's Account Book, p. 9. 

3. Treasurer's Cash Book, p. 10. 

4. Members' Ledger, p. 11, 

5. Annual Balance Sheet, Sfc, p. 12. 

(These relate exclusively to cash transactions.) 



* This section enacts (amongst other things) that " the rules of 
every such society shall provide that all monies received or paid 
on account of each and every particular fund or benefit assured 
to the members thereof, their husbands, wives, children, fathers, 
mothers, brothers or sisters, nephews or nieces — for which a sepa- 
rate table of contributions payable shall have been adopted — shall 
be entered in a separate account, distinct from the monies received 
and paid on account of any other benefit or fund; — and also that a 
contribution shall be made to defray the necessary expenses of 
management, — and a separate account shall be kept of such contri- 
butions and expenses.^ 

2 The justices may order the monies, &c. to be paid or delivered 
up, and not exceeding £20 as a penalty and costs; and in default, 
impose imprisonment for not exceeding three months.

In recommending his system of book-keeping, the Points to be 
Registrar insists upon the necessity of the following ***®°<^® ***• 
points being essential: — 

That the cash steward and check steward be changed 

at every meeting. 
That the secretary do not act as treasurer or cashier. 
That the books be properly cast up at the end of every 

meeting, and on other occasions as the case may 

require. 
That the secretary do regularly post or enter every 

account into the ledgers. 
That the ledgers lie on the table every meeting night 

for the inspection of the members, besides being 

open to them at all seasonable times. 
That the treasurer's account be balanced every month. 
That the treasurer's account be copied by the secre- 
tary every month. 
That the treasurer be not allowed to retain in his 

hands more money than the committee considers 

necessary. 
That proper security be taken by bond, with sureties, 

from the treasurer and secretary. 
That the account books, and all vouchers and receipts, 

be thoroughly examined and audited at least once 

.a year, by auditors appointed for the purpose.^ 
That the certified rules and account books be deposited 

in a safe plax^e in a fire-proof box. 

3 In a more recent Report of the Registrar, he recommends a 
quarterly audit, '^ by some competent disinterested person.^

THE OBJECT AND USE OF THE BOOKS. 

The use of the several books, and the directions for 
keeping them, we will now proceed to explain, in the 
words of the Official Instructions, with some additions.* 

1. Check Steward's Account Book. 

(See Formy p. 21.) 

Check " The persons appointed for carrying on the accounts 

Steward's being known, we will now suppose a society to have 
Book. ^^^ ^^^ th^ transaction of the business of an ordinary 

meeting night — that is, for the receipt of the contri- 
butions of the members, notices of claims on the funds, 
&c. The check steward on duty should sit near the 
cash steward, with a book before him, which has been 
previously prepared by the secretary in the following 
manner: — The names of all the members are written in 
alphabetical order, with the sums which each one owes 
to the society entered, separately for each benefit, in the 
columns opposite to each name. The column headed 
' Totals paid * is left blank, ' the figures are entered in 
it by the check steward as the members pay.' ' If it 
be found tedious to transcribe the names every month, 
additional columns may be ruled,' when the space will 
admit, ' with the headings repeated across the opposite 
leaf; by this means a double page would last much 
longer." 

We have added to this book four additional columns, 

^ The extracts, taken from these ''Instructions,^ are distin- 
guished by being within inverted commas. 
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three for benefits and one for the folio of the "Members' Check 
Ledger," where the sum received is posted to the mem- a^^^.^^ nj.'* 
ber's credit. Book. 

" When a member presents himself to pay his con- 
tribations, the check steward should see that the amount 
offered or paid to the cash steward agrees with the 
amount entered as due by such member opposite to his 
name in the book before him; and if they agree, when 
the cash steward has received the money, the check 
steward should enter the amount in the column headed 
* Totals paid' as having been paid to the cash steward 
by such member. If, however, the money offered does 
not agree with the entries in his book, his duty is to call 
the attention of the cash steward to the circumstance. 
The column headed * Totals paid,' is, of course, left 
blank opposite the name of each member who does not 
pay within the appointed hours." 

" The check steward's account should be cast up by 
himself at the close of the evening. The sum of the 
column headed ' Totals paid,' should be the same as the 
sum in the cash steward's account. If they do not 
agree, the error must be discovered before the books are 
closed. When the account is correct, it should be signed 
and dated by the check steward and cash steward on 
duty. The book should then be given into the hands 
of the secretary." 

2. Cash Steward's Account Book. 

(See Form, p. 22.) 

"The cash steward on duty should take his seat at Cash 
the table, with his account book before him. His duty Steward's 

Account 

is to receive all monies, and to write in his book the Book, 
name of each member paying, and the amounts received 
from each. The account is to be cast up by himself at 
the close of the evening. The sum should be the same 
as the sum in the check steward's column of * Totals 
paid.' If they do not agree, the error must be dis- 
covered before the books are closed. When the amount 
is proved to be correct, it should be signed and dated 

A 
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by the cash steward, and also by the check steward on 
daty. The receipt should then be signed by the trea- 
surer or person in whose hands the money is left, or to 
whom it is paid. The book should then be given into 
the hands of the Secretary." 

"On the ordinary meeting nights, the secretary (whose 
duty it is to keep the books and accounts committed to 
his care, to write letters and notices, to post the books, 
&c., which should serve as a check upon the treasurer and 
the cash steward) should sit at the table near the cash 
steward and check steward, and enter on a contribution 
card, or in a small memorandum book, with which every 
member should be provided (^see Form^ p. 19), the sum 
which each pays to tlie cash steward on duty. He 
should make notes of everything occurring in the trans- 
action of business worthy of being recorded. He should 
also have a declaration book before him, to enter notices 
of declaration on and off the funds. In general, he 
should, to the utmost of his power, assist the cash 
steward and check steward for the evening to perform 
their duties in accordance with the rules of the society 
and the spirit of these remarks.'' •

3. Treasurer's Cash Book. 
(See Fomiy p. 23.) 

" The treasurer should keep an account book, con- 
taining on the debtor (or left-hand) side an entry of 
every sum of money he receives from or on account of 
the society. All donations and subscriptions from hono- 
rary members should be entered on this side of his 
account. Every sum that the treasurer invests, pays to 
the members, or in any way disposes of on account of 
the society by order of the committee, should be entered 
on the creditor (or right-hand) side. All expenses of 
management belong to this side." 

" Every payment by the treasurer should be authen- 
ticated by a receipt from the party receiving the money. 
If the treasurer pay money and neglect this precaution, 
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his account should not be passed until the sum omitted Treasurer's 
to be receipted is made good." ^"^ ^^^ 

'' The treasurer's book should be laid before the com- 
mittee at least once a month; every item of receipt and 
expenditure therein should be compared with the books 
and receipts, and a balance should then be struck; after 
which two of the committeemen should sign their names 
in proof of having made such examination. The trea- 
surer should have money advanced to him, if necessary; 
if otherwise, he should be directed by the committee to 
invest the surplus money remaining in his hands in the 
names of the trustees according to the rules. It is highly 
important that the secretary should every month copy 
into a book kept for the purpose^ the treasurer's account 
for the past month, which copy should be examined by 
one of the committeemen and the secretary, by being 
read over with the original account. Each of the exa- 
miners should then sign his name to the copy as being 
a correct copy. This duplicate treasurer's book should 
be kept in the society's box for the use of the committee 
and the members of the society." 

No receipts or payments should be entered in the 
ledgers except those which come through the treasurer's 
hands and are posted from his account, and he alone 
should receive and pay. 

4. Members' Ledger. 

(See Form^ p. 24.) 

*' We will now suppose that the business of the ordi- Members 
nary meeting night is ended, the accounts agree, as ^^&^'- 
directed, have been signed and dated, the money re- 
ceived been paid to the treasurer, and acknowledged by 
him, and the books been given to the secretary. It is 
now the duty of the secretary at his convenience, but 
without delay, to post or enter every member's account 
into the ' Member's Ledger,' " and also to copy the trea- 
surer's account into the " General Ledger," * and to post 

'* Instead of having a distinct book for this copy, we would 
recommend the account being copied into the *' General Ledger,^ 
the use of which is explained at page 1 5. 
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the items in the latter account to the debit or credit of 
each particular fund account in the latter ledger, as we 
shall presently explain when speaking of the latter book. 

The ledgers should have an index. 

" The ledgers, besides being on the table every meeting 
night, should be open to eveiy member at all seasonable 
times, and the members should be encouraged to examine 
them.'' 

** The secretary should enter every member's ac- 
count into this ledger from the check steward's account 
book, and examine it with the cash steward's account 
book to see if it agrees with the entry therein. From 
the names in thg check steward's account book having 
no entries in the column headed * Totals paid,' he will 
find who are the defaulters to the society, and should 
thereupon send the requisite notices to the members in- 
debted. From the copy of the treasurer's cash account 
in the * General Ledger,' he will find the amounts which 
have been paid," to or on account of members, and will 
enter them accordingly in this ledger on the left-hand side 
of the member's account, placing in the blank column of 
the treasurer's account the page of the member's account 
to which the item is posted. 

ITie information, therefore, which this book gives, 
is — the amount of contributions received from every 
member and of sums paid to or on his account by the 
society every year and month during the whole period 
of membership; the balance or difference between them 
when he leaves the society or dies; and the minutes of 
his enrolment; — which is all the intelligence about him 
which it is important for the society to know. 
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5. Annual Balance Sheet, etc. 

(See Forms, pp. 32, 44, 45.) 

This is explained under the head of ** 10. General 
Ledger," page 18. 
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6. Minute Book. 
(See Formy pp. 25, 26.) 

" It has been thought useful to insert a few sugges- Minute 
tions on the method of keeping a record of all minutes ■^**®^* 
and resolutions, as this is a very important addition to 
the accounts of a Friendly Society. All resolutions and 
reports should be entered in a book kept for the purpose, 
and the minutes of every meeting should be publicly 
read at the following meeting in order to be confirmed, 
which (if the minute be properly entered) is usually done 
by the chairman writing his name and the date under- 
neath, after the examiHation has been carried by vote. 
The minute book should contain nothing but a record 
of the resolutions passed at the different meetings and 
of reports presented by different officers." 

The form set out at pages 25, 26, is not given by 
the Registrar. 

7. Register of Members. 

(Sue Form^ p. 28.) 

" On the admission of every member into the society Register of 
the secretary should enter in a re^ster arranged under Members, 
the years of birth, the particulars contained in this foim; 
and entries should also be made from time to time of the 
deaths, exclusions and withdrawals, as they occur among 
the members." 



8. Record of Sickness and Mortality. 

(See Fomty p. 29.) 

** The secretary should also keep a record of all the Record of 
cases of sickness occurring in each year, and the dura- ®*^'[J®* 
tion of each. Each death should also be recorded in tality. 
this book." By the 18 & 19 Vict., c. 63, s. 45, the 
record is to be sent to the Registrar every five years, — 
in March, 1856; March, 1861; March, 1866, &c. 
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9. Receipt Book for Sick Allowances. 

(See Forniy p. 27.) " 

With regard to payments to sick members, to the 
representatives of deceased members and others, the 
treasurer should be provided with a receipt book." 

(^Vide also the observations on the treasurer's cash 
book, p. 10). 

At the monthly meeting, these receipts should be cut 
out of the book and handed to the secretary, to be kept 
by him with the other papers of the society, and dock- 
eted as the " Keceipts for the month of 186 ." 
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IQ. General Ledger. 

(See Form, pp. 33-45.) 

This book, which is the form of an ordinary trades- 
man's ledger, is not provided for in the plan recom- 
mended by the Registrar, nor does the latter plan contain 
a concentrated and classified view of the sums received 
and paid for each benefit or class of assurance of the 
society, the balance in hand upon each fund, or the 
investments of the surplus funds of each benefit or class, 
pursuant to the requirement in 18 & 19 Vict., c. 63, 
s. 25, ante, p. 6, Note 1. The balance-sheet is the 
only account which gives these particulars; but that is 
prepared at the end of each year only, and contains only 
the transactions of that year, and will not give the pro- 
gressive increase or decrease of the fund applicable to 
each benefit or assurance, or show the surplus which 
may in the course of the year be put out at interest 
from any fund; consequently, unless the accounts we 
have recommended to be kept in this book, or in the 
"Check Journal" mentioned at p. 19, are kept and 
posted month by month by the secretary, the necessary 
information alluded to cannot be ascertained without 
much trouble, increasing year by year of the society's 
existence, as each yearly balance-sheet and treasurer's 
accounts would have to be gone through for the purpose. 
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The items of which the accounts are composed are General 
taken entirely from the check steward's and treasurer's ledger, 
accounts. 

We will now give the different headings of the accounts, 
and directions for making them: — 

Treasure/ 8 Account (fol. 1, pp. 34, 35). 

This is a copy of the monthly accounts from the trea- —Trea- 
surer's cash book, mentioned at pp. 10, 11, with the s™*''" 
addition of the folios of the " Members' Ledger" (M. 18), ^ ' 
or the " General Ledger" (G. 2), where the items are 
posted by the secretary. In facl^ this account and the 
check steward's account are the primary accounts from 
which all the other accounts in both ledgers are made 
up; — the entries on the debtor or left-hand side of this 
account of sums received being posted in gross each 
month to the several benefit accounts (tie., "Sick Allow- 
ance Fund," £9. 3^. 9c?. for May, fol. 2, pp. 34, 35), 
in the *' General Ledger," and separately (for which the 
check steward's account of particulars must be con- 
sulted to the credit of each member («>., "John Smith," 
£0. 8*. Sd, for May, fol. 18, p. 24), in the "Members' 
Ledger." The other receipts for fines, contributions 
from members towards the expenses of management, 
sale of rules, donations (when not paid for a particular 
fund), &c., are entered to the credit of the " Manage- 
ment Expenses" account to defray the expenses of 
management. As regards the sums paid by the trea- 
surer, they are posted at once from this account to each 
member's separate account in the " Members' Ledger," 
and the sum paid out of each benefit fund during the 
month posted in gross to the particular benefit account 
{i.e., "Sick Allowance Fund," £l. 7*. Od,, for May, 
fol. 2, pp. 34, 35), or other account in the "General 
Ledger." 

Sick Allowance Fund (fol. 2, pp. 34, 35). —Funds 

Medical Aid Fund (fol. 3, pp. 36, 37). Accounts. 

Sums at Death Fund (fol. 4, pp. 36, 37). 
Annuities Fund (fol. 5, pp. 36, 37). 
Endowments Fund (fol. 6, pp. 38, 39). 
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These are the separate accounts of the fund relating 
to each of the five benefits, which the society is sup- 
posed to assure to members, referred to at p. 5. If 
other benefits are assured, or not these, the titles of 
the accounts can be added or altered to correspond. 
The total received and paid for, and an account of each 
during each month is brought to these accounts from 
the treasurer's account, and the balance, or one side 
deducted from the other, will at all times show the 
position of the particular fund. The " Check Journal," 
mentioned at pp. 19, 20, will also give the same informa- 
tion as these accounts, if it be kept. The sums in hand, 
when invested, are placed to a different account (see 
" Sums at Death Investments,'' fol. 10, pp. 40, 41), for, 
if placed here on the creditor or right-hand side, they 
would not show the true state of the fund.

Management Expenses (fol. 7, pp. 38, 39). 

The sums received and paid and entered here are also 
from the treasurer's account, this account being neces- 
sary, as fines, as well as contributions, towards expenses 
of management, &c., are not properly a credit of any 
particular fund or the members paying them, nor are the 
expenses of management a charge on any particular 
fund, and therefore fines, &c., are more properly placed 
in aid of the separate contributions from members to 
defray the expenses of management. On the debtor 
side are placed the fines, contributions for these expenses, 
and donations, &c., received; and on the creditor side, 
the amounts paid for management, &c. Should any 
donation be paid in aid of any particular fund distinct 
from the management, such as medical aid, sums at 
death, &c., it must be placed to that fund and not to 
this account. Or, there may be a separate account 
opened for "Donations" generally, and the committee 
of management of the society may from time to time 
transfer a portion of the balance in hand on such account 
to the credit and aid of a particular fund. 
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Sick Allowance Investments (fol. 8, pp. 38, 39). General 

Medical Aid Investments (fol. 9, pp. 40, 41). Ij^dger. 

Sums at Death Investments (fol. 10, pp. 40, 41). ment Ac- 

Annuities Investm£nts (fol. 11, pp. 40, 41). counts. 
Endowments Investments (fol. 12, pp. 40, 41). 

These accounts are only memoranda, in order to show 
what sums have been invested out of the funds in hand 
on each benefit assured by the society.® They are neces- 
sary, and will be found to be more so as the accounts 
of the societies increase and the funds become com- 
plicated. 

Interest (fol. 13, pp. 42, 43). 

This account also is a mere memorandum or transfer —Interest 
to show what is the total amount realised year by year ^^°^*- 
for interest on the several investments made by the 
society, to be placed in the summary or balance-sheet. 
At the time of balancing each year's accounts, the in- 
terest received, or the proportion, is transferi-ed to the 
benefit fund or funds from which the investment was 
made. {See "Endowments Fund" Account, fol. 6, 
pp. 38, 39). 

Bank of England (fol. 14, pp. 42, 43). —Places of 

Saving, Bank (fol. 15. pp. 42, 43). a^C^ 

These accounts also are mere memoranda, to show 
how much of the funds has been paid into each place of 
security, and there invested at interest If a private 
individual has been lent money out of the society's 
funds, a separate account should be kept with him in 
this ledger in like manner. Interest when due should 

* The 18 & 19 Vict, c. 63, ss. 32, 33, name the kind of secu- 
rities in which the funds of societies can alone be invested. The 
Registrar, in several of his Annual Reports, has complained of the 
failure of societies from these, among other, causes, — that the funds 
are not invested as required by the Act, but are illegally deposited 
at interest with the officers and members of the society, or in the 
hands of bankers, brewers, publicans, loan societies, benefit build- 
ing societies, and on other securities. The total amount of all the 
investments is at all times to be ascertained by referring to 
columns 8 and 16 of the '' Check Journal,'^ at pages 48, 49.

{See " Savings Bank" Account, fol. 15, pp. 42, 43.) 

Balance Sheet (fol. 16, pp. 44, 45.) 

This is a summary, prepared at the close of each year, 
and called amongst traders a '^ trial balance," containing 
the sums received and paid during the year under each 
head or account in this general ledger. The balance of 
it must appear to be the same amount as the treasurer's 
balance at the same period, and in order to trace the 
source of any error in this respect, the folios of the 
accounts from which the several entries as posted are 
placed in a separate column in each account. After 
having prepared this balance sheet, and found it correct, 
the secretary will proceed next to balance each account 
for the year in this " General Ledger," i, e. by bringing 
down the sum which makes up the difference of the two 
sides of each such account; and, after balancing, prepare 
the following account or memorandum: — 

A Statement of the Funds and Effects (pp. 44, 45).^ 

This is really and in truth the " balance sheet," but 
the system recommended by the Registrar requires both 
this and the above account to be kept, and therefore 
they are inserted, and this may be written at the foot 
of the above. It will be observed that the sums on 
the Debtor or left-hand side are the balances in hand 
(e. g., the sums remaining after deducting the payments 
from the receipts), of each of the benefit funds or other 
accounts in folios 2 to 7 of this ledger, whilst the 
Creditor or right-hand side shows where the funds are 
which constitute these balances. 

If the "Check Journal" (recommended p. 19, and 
given at pp. 48, 49) is kept, it will as readily give the 

7 This general statement of the funds and effects of the society, 
or a copy of the annual report, is, by 18 & 19 Vict, c. 63, s. 45, 
to be transmitted to the Registrar annually, in January, February, 
or March ; and if any officer of the society make default in doing 
so before the 1st of June in each year, he is liable to a penalty not 
exceeding 20s., to be recovered by the Registrar before justices. 

The Registrar recommends that 
this annual statement be printed by the societies, and a copy 
furnished to each member. 



of the Books, 
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balances in hand upon each fund or benefit, and avoid 
the necessity of opening the accounts of these funds, in 
folios 2 to 7 of this ledger;- and it will also show the 
assets of the society — i. «., the investments and the 
balance of cash in the ti'easurer's hands. 



11. Member's Pass Book. 

This book may be adopted with advantage. Its form Member's 
is not given by the Registrar, but in Mr. Ansell's Work, ^*"* ■^^^• 
published in 1834, p. 145. It might be a small memo- 
randum book, of the value of 2^., to be retained by the 
member, in which the steward or secretary of the society 
should acknowledge the receipt of the monthly contri- 
butions paid. This book, like others, might be printed, 
so as to make the trouble of keeping it next to nothing. 
The following form for it would be convenient: 

In the first page might be copied, verbatim, the minute 
of the member's contract and benefits subscribed for, as 
at the top of the member's account in the '* Member's 
Ledger" {vide John Smith's account, p. 24); the subse- 
quent pages being ruled as under : —

The accuracy of this branch of the accounts might be tested 
more minutely if desired; viz., by ascertaining whether the aggre- 
gate of the balances on each benefit or fund in the several member's 
accounts in the ** Members* Ledger" agrees with the balance of 
each fund account (less interest and donations) in the ^* General 
Ledger;" but this will be seldom necessary to be inquired into, if 
the primary items in the treasurer's and check steward's accounts 
are correctly posted and ascertained to be so either by the com- 
mittee at their monthly meetings, or by the auditor of the society 
at the periodical auditing of the accounts.
